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Labor Schedules Call for Caution 


Phere is evidence in various quarters that 


he 


industry does not adequately appreciate t 
necessity of making a pariicular effort to 
adhere to the labor provisions of recovery 
act codes, not only with respect to wage 
schedules and the employment of child 
labor, but also, and more important, in the 
matter of hours of labor. 


indicated that 


It is not widely 
wage schedules will be 
changed to any material extent. Employ- 
ment of child labor by manufacturers of in- 
dustrial materials and in the heavy indus- 
tries in general is not an important factor. 
These, however, are fraught with far less 
potential detriment to industry than would 
attend an extension of working periods be- 
yond the limits set up under the recovery 
act. Hence it is that the evident tendency 
to increase working periods is most unwise. 
It must not be forgotten that one of the 
major purposes of the recovery act was to 
spread employment. It must be recognized 
that this purpose is more drastically set up 
in the Wagner labor disputes bill and the 
Black thirty-hour-workweek bill pending in 
Congress. It should be clear that, if indus- 
trial management turns in any substantial 
degree toward a policy of lengthening work 
periods, it will be playing into the hands of 
the advocates of the more drastic legislation. 

Industrial management is undergoing a 
test of its capability to deal with the prob- 
lem of reducing unemployment. It must 
clearly demonstrate its dependability, be- 
cause a strong public sentiment has been 
created in support of the recovery act pro- 
vision designed to spread employment. In- 
dustrial management knows that it is on 
trial. It should know that the jury is par- 
tial to the reduction of unemployment. It 
must recognize that the penalty, in case it 
should fail in this test, would be very severe. 

The blame for any noticeable tendency 
to lengthen working periods does not lie 
wholly with industrial management, nor will 
that for any such tendency that may de- 
velop soon or later. \\ orkmen want a big- 
ger weekly wage. Numbers of them are al- 
ready, at least, hinting that they would like 
to work more heurs in a week. The share- 
the-work idea has not had a strong appeal 
for all those who have had employment. 
Curtailed wages are as potent an influence 
of individual attitude as are curtailed profits. 

This division of the responsibility for ex- 
tension of working periods will not readily 
he accepted by those who advocate legisla- 
tion to shorten the workweek without de- 
creasing the amount of the weekly wage. At 
least there will be no such degree of accept- 
ance on their part as could be expected to 
have an appreciable effect on their program. 
There is already enough evidence of the 
strength of the movement in behalf of the 
proposed labor legislation to convince in- 
dustrial management of the utter folly of 
voluntarily providing additional reasons 
why this legislation should become more 
popular. 

Flexibility of costs is of distinet advan- 
tage in meeting competitive conditions. But, 
when the possibilities for adjusting costs 
downward must be looked for chiefly, if not 
wholly, in the item of labor, the advantages 
are more apparent than real, and are likely 
to be short-lived at best. There is far more 
common sense and good judgment always, 
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and particularly now, in avoiding competi- 
tive practices in which the controlling influ- 
ence is not efficiency of production. Any 
practice that requires reduction of wages or 
extension of working periods for its appli- 
cation should be avoided by all means. 

Industry is being checked under the new 
fact-finding policy in the recovery program. 
Factual data have always been essential to 
the success of any recovery plan, and they 
have been lacking. Now industry is being 
asked to furnish the recovery administration 
daily with all available factual information 
of changes from code labor provisions. This 
is a part of the self-regulation of industry, 
and should provide a basis for the determin- 
ation of the capability of industry in this 
respect. It is in a way a requirement to 
give evidence against oneself; but there are 
reasons to believe that the presenting of the 
evidence through other channels, which are 
wide open, would prove to be far more detri- 
mental. 

The problems of industry are problems of 
management. The conditions of industry 
depend on the capability of management, 
especially in the matter of foresight. There 
is no managerial foresight in voluntarily 
opening the door to trouble that is plainly 
visible from any executive desk, 


Defining ‘Unfair Competition’ 


Failure of the national industrial recovery 
act to define “unfair trade practices,” to the 
elimination of which codes under the act 
were directed, was one of the major grounds 
on which the supreme court found the stat- 
ute to constitute an unconstitutional dele- 
gation of the powers of Congress. Failure 
in the same respect of the various Federal 
laws designed to regulate commercial prac- 
tices was one of the major reasons for at- 
tempting to eliminate unfair competition by 
means of the recovery act. It would seem 
that the majorities of business should long 
ago have sought and obtained from Con- 
gress the remedying of these deficiencies. 
They have tried; but the adverse arguments 
of adherents to commercial practices which 
the majorities consider unfair have always 
prevailed. 

The supreme court drew a distinction be- 
tween the common law concept of unfair 
competition and the rules of fair competi- 
tion which were embodied in recovery act 
codes. It pointed out also that the recovery 
act did not define “fair competition,” de- 
claring that, in its widest range, “unfair 
competition,” as defined by common or stat- 
utory law did not reach the objectives of 
the recovery act codes. A better under- 
standing of the inadequacy of the statutory 
attempt to make clear its purpose to control 
competition can be got from the dictum of 
the court that even the broader phrase, “un- 
fair methods of competition,” in the Federal 
Trade Commission act “does not admit of 
precise definition, its scope being left to ju- 
dicial determination as controversies arise.” 

The courts have taken a variety of views 
in determining what are unfair methods of 
competition, because the answer lies largely 
with the evidence in each particular instance 
and is controlled by “the light of particular 
competitive conditions and of what is found 
to be a specific and substantial public in- 
terest.” It is the factor of “substantial pub- 
lic interest” that has often controlled in 
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cases where the effect of a practice on com- 
petitors was clearly unfair. On the other 
hand, it has been ruled that there was noth- 
ing unfair (according to statutory law) in 
the practice of promoting sales by means 
of misrepresentation to the public; although 
this practice did give an advantage over 
competitors more inclined to offer their 


wares in a truthful manner. It is not to be 


wondered, then, that the definitions of “un- 
fair competition,” or “unfair trade prac- 
tices,” submitted in suggestions or requests 
to Congress have not satisfied the legislative 
mind. 

In the common-law concept, “unfair com- 
petition” is primarily and strictly misrep- 
resentation of goods to be those of a com- 
petitor. This concept does not always have 
the same weight with the courts, in most 
instances because of concomitant points of 
statutory law. Thus it is that in actions in- 
volving trademark rights the courts some- 
times stick to the face value of the mark 
and at best attribute but a minor signif- 
icance to the unfair attack on good-will. 


This attitude does not always prevail. An 
outstanding departure from it is found in 
the recent decision of a county court in the 
State of New York involving unfair com- 
petition in the marketing of analgesic balms. 
In that case the court went behind the de- 
fense point that the trademark of the com- 
plainant was merely descriptive, and 
reached to the motive of the defendant in 
using the same designation and imitating 
the complainant’s package, declaring this 
motive to have been “not legitimate or 
honest.” and a “manifest design . . . to feed 
upon the reputation, the good-will, and the 
advertising of the plaintiff.” 

In the action alluded to, the court, en- 
joining the defendant, repeated with empha- 
sis the dictum, “that unfair competition will 
not be tolerated, that commercial piracy 
must stop” in a manner which left no room 
for doubting the judge’s evaluation of the 
common-law concept. The dictum was re- 
peated from the opinion of the presiding 
judge of the appellate term of the court, 
who had dissented from the majority of the 
court in a decision freeing the same defend- 
ant from a charge of similarly imitating the 
name and package of a preparation of ergot 
and apiol. In the original decision upheld 
by the appellate term weight had been given 
to the lower price of the imitating product, 
as well as to the defense that its name was 
descriptive. Thus entered, in part, the fac- 
tor of “substantial public interest” to defeat 
an attempt to apply the clear force of com- 
mon law. 

The same influence is brought to bear on 
Congress in opposition to attempts to have 
the definition of “unfair competition” in- 
clude predatory price-cutting. It has been 
impossible to demonstrate to Congress that 
the use of “loss leaders” to attract buyers 
for overpriced goods is distinctly antagon- 
istic to the public interest, and that the al- 
legation of greater efficiency cannot be sub- 
stantiated by factual evidence in_ this 
practice. 

It is clear that a comprehensive definition 
of “unfair competition” is necessary for the 
welfare of the public and of honest business. 
To get this definition in a law in each State 
and in a complementary Federal law should 
be the objective of every fair-dealing busi- 
ness man. 
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U. S. Largest Producer of 
Super and Crude Phosphate 


Tariff Commission Reports to 
Senate Little Danger in 
Japanese Competition 


WASHINGTON, June 8, 1935. 
The United States production of 
crude phosphates and of superphos- 
phates is larger than that of any other 


country, with very small imports and 
relatively large exports, the United 
States Tariff Commission has reported 


to the Senate on completion of an in- 
vestigation. 

There appears to be no probability 
that Japanese competition, with which 
the Commission says domestic pro- 
ducers are chiefly concerned, will in- 
crease sharply, the report indicates. 
Domestic exports of phosphate rock, 
originating on the East Coast of the 
United States, greatly exceed in quan- 
tity and value imports of superphos- 
phate from Japan, which come almost 
entirely into Western states, the Com- 
mission says. The report adds that 
Japan has only small denosits of phos- 
phate rock and secures its supplies 
mainly from the United States, Egypt. 
French Oceania, and the Makatea 
Islands. Japan has no natural adyan- 
tage that would seem to indicate any 
great future development of the super- 
phosphate industry, the report points 
out. 


The investigation was undertaken 
at the request of the Senate. The 
Commission remarks that it has not 


obtained costs of production from do- 
mestic and foreign producers, because 
“with unsettled conditions in the cur- 
rencies of the United States and of 
many foreign countries trading in 
crude phosphates and superphosphate, 


costs obtained for the present period 
or a prior period would not furnish 
a reliable measure of any differences 


in costs of production of these com- 


modities in the United States and in 
the principal competing country or 
countries, for any future tariff con- 


sideration of these commodities by the 
Congress.” 

The United States production of 
crude phosphate accounts for approxi- 
mately one third of the total world out- 
put, the Commission has determined. 

The Commission's report continues: — 

The bulk of the foreign production is in 


various French possessions and protec- 
torates, principally in North Africa: 
Tunisia ranks first, followed by French 
Moroeceo and Algeria; next after these 


possessions and protectorates is the output 
of Nauru and Ocean Islands in the Pacific 
The Soviet Union is a large potential pro- 
ducer of apatite, a crude phosphatic ma- 
terial; at present the output is relatively 
small, but is expected to increase rapidly. 

Imports of crude phosphates have at 
all times been very small in comparison 
with domestic production. At their peak 
in 1928 and 1929, they were equal to 
about 1 percent of the domestic output 
and came largely from French Morocco. 
As the result of anti-dumping proceedings, 
imports from that country ceased after 


1920. Although domestic production has 
fallen sharply since 1930, importation 
during 1932 and 1933 was equal -o Jess 
than half of 1 percent of the outout in 


this country. Most of the recent imports 
have been from the French possessions in 
the Pacific and have entered the customs 
district of Hawaii for local use 

The importation of concentrated »patite 
from the Soviet Union has been made the 
subject of an investigation by the Tariff 
Commission under the provisions of 
tion 337 of the Tariff Act of 1930, domes- 
tice producers complaining of unfair com- 
petition through the unauthorized use of 
United States patents in concentrating the 
apatite, and selling the product so con- 
centrated in the United States.

Supreme Court’s Decision on NIRA 


A great deal of confusion has been 
caused during the past week by the de- 
cision of the United Stites Supreme Court 


invalidating the code-making provisions 
of the national industria! recovery act, 
It immediately wipes out all codes of fain 
competition operating under the act 


The full effect of this decision cannot, 
as vet, be determined Its direct effect 
upon the pharmaceutical and biological 
industry will probably not be great, due 


to the fact that the code of this indus- 
try contained labor provisions only, whicl 
differed little from the hour and wag 
standards in effect at the time the code 
Was approved It would be deplorabl 
if this decision should result in the re- 
establishment of the so-called “sweat 
shop” wage seales which existed in some 
industries and which we are told were as 
low as $2 or $3 per week In fact, it 


would be most

unfortunate, we believe, if 
should result in any material 
wage scales or increase in 
hours 


It seems to me this decision places a 
new responsibility upon industry and 
upon the employers of labor and that it 
is particularly important that industries 


should, for the present at least, maintain 
the standards which were set up by their 
respective codes Any other policy at the 
present time might result in serious con- 


sequences 


There is a possibility that the elimina- 
tion of codes of fair competition may give 
encouragement to other ‘egislation now 


before Congress designed to safeguard 
the rights of labor, such as the Wagner 
labor disputes bill and the Black thirty 
hour bill, the provisions of which are 


much more drastic than those contained in 
industry codes 
Perhaps new 


opportunities may he 


opened for the self regulation of busi- 
ness If so, industry should respond 
promptly and willingly, in order to dem- 
onstrate its ability to do the job 
Taxation 

In my address a year ago, I stated that 
the prospect of heavy tax burdens was 
causing much of the caution and hesi- 
tancy in business Since that time, ad- 
ditional large obligations have been in- 


curred by the government as a result of 
legislation designed to stimulate recovery 


Other Measures are now under considera- 
tion which, if enacted into law, must ul- 
timately add still further to the tax bur- 
den And a large part of these taxes 
will be levied in one way or another upon 
business This cannot be avoided. There- 
fore, we must prepare ourselves for a 
long period of heavier taxes At the 
same time, we should more intimately 
concern ourselves with this tax problem, 
formulating sane views upon the subject 
and then letting those views be known 
to our representatives in Congress. There 
is no more potent force than that of pub- 
lic opinion and we can render no greater

Drug Law Revision 


A short history of the Copeland bill 
and other bills to revise the food and 
drugs act was given by Charles Wesley 
Dunn, counsel of the association, pre- 
liminary to an analytical commentary 
on this legislation. Mr. Dunn pointed 
out in detail the changes that had been 
made in the Copeland bill during its 
congressional pendency, and he de- 
clared that it was highly necessary 
that two further changes be made in 
the measure before it is passed by the 
house. These changes are (1) a pro- 
vision that the claimant be given a 
representative part of the official sam- 
ple of an article on which action under 
the law is based; and (2) a provision 
for an administrative board of review. 

Mr. Dunn declared that the decision 
of the supreme court on the recovery 
ict demonstrated fully that the 
nition of U.S.P. and N.F. standards in 
the drugs act was unconstitutional. 
He argued that it was desirable to 
clear up this point before the new act 
Was passed, and he said that he would 
insist before the house committee that 
at least the defining of standards be 
placed in the hands of the adminis- 
trative agency

The Wagner -bill will work in the in- 
terest of only a small minority of work- 
ers represented by professional labor 


leaders, will promote industrial strife, will 
bring about an epidemic of labor disputes, 
will drive employers and employees apart 
and will substantially impede recovery. 

The Manufacturing Chemists’ Associa- 
tion believes that it is neither fair nor 
just to deprive any man of his inalien- 
able right to work regardless of the will 
of any labor organizaton. 

An additional reason why this _ bill 
should not pass is that, in the opinion of 
counsel, it violates both the fundamental 
constitutional principles upheld in the re- 
cent Schechter case by the United States 
Supreme Court—namely, (1) that broad 
legislative powers cannot be delegated 
and (2) that the Federal government can- 
not regulate wages and hours of men em- 
ployed in intrastate business. It is prob- 
able that it also violates the fourth 
amendment to the constitution.

Federal Legislation 
Several bills in the Federal Congress 


received consideration by your executive 
committee. During the past year, Mr. 
Cc. A. Higgins, vice-president of the Her- 
cules Powder Company, appeared before 
the senate committee on education and 
labor on behalf of our association in op- 


position to the Wagner labor disputes bill, 
S. 1958. Col. J. J. Riley, president of the 
jarium Reduction Corporation, appeared 
before the senate judiciary committee in 
opposition to the Black thirty-hour-week

bill, S. 87. Mr. Elon H. Hooker, presi- 
dent of the Hooker Electrochemical Com- 
pany, appeared before the senate finance 
committee urging that action be delayed 


on social security legislation until ade- 
quate information was available to serve 
as a basis for intelligent action. A brief 
was filed on behalf of our association on 
the Copeland food and drug bill, S. 5. 

The utility holding company bill is of 
direct interest to many firms of our in- 


dustry because the original definition for 
the term, “utility,” included any indus- 
trial firm which sold any surplus electric 
energy or gas. Representation has been 
made to amend the definition of the terms, 
“gas utility’ and “electric utility,” in 
order that industrial firms which sell sur- 
plus electric energy or gas may be clearly 
exempted by the terms of the definition. 
Under title I of H. R. 5423, any firm 
which sells goods, materials, or services 
to a utility automatically comes under 
the regulations of the Federal power 
commission in regard to costs, accounts, 
competitive bids, etc. It has been our 
feeling that the responsibility for utility 
purchases should be on the buyer and not 
the seller, and that there is no public 
need for placing under the regulation of 
the power commission any firm which 
sells any goods or services to a utility. 


NRA and Chemical Code 


On account of its limitation to wages 
and hours, the administration of the chem- 
ical code has been relatively simple in 
comparison with most codes. 

One continuous problem arose 
other code authorities attempting to ex- 
ercise jurisdiction over a part of the 
operations of a chemical firm, one result 
of which was to make the firm liable to 


from 


financial assessments to outside codes. 
Every effort was made to protect the 
rights of the manufacturer operating

President Bell’s Commentary 


Instead of presenting a formal, offi- 
cial address, the president of the as- 
sociation, William B. Bell, commented 
on various aspects of the national re- 
covery program in the current situa- 
tion. Invalidation of the recovery act 
by the supreme court in the Schechter 


case had left the administration in 
great confusion with respect to the 
future, he said; but he foresaw no 


substantial, direct effect on the chem- 


ical industry. As the industry’s gen- 
eral code had set up no price policy 
and had contained no definitions of 


unfair trade practices, and as the in- 


dustry did not and does not employ 
child labor, the passing of the NRA 
had brought nothing new into condi- 


tions in the industry and required only 
that the reputation of the industry for 
fair treatment of its employees be con- 
tinued. 

Although the general effects of thse 
supreme court's decision was of greater 
importance, it was Mr. Bell's belief that 
the influence would be beneficial. He 
felt that the eventual effect would be 
helpful in the restoration of confidence 
and thus would promote recovery. He 
did not go along with the theory that 
the invalidation of the recovery act 
made necessary a constitutional 
amendment designed to give the Fed- 
eral government large control over so- 


cial and economic processes. His be- 
lief was in the maintenance of the 
economic freedom now guaranteed by 
the constitution, with the attendant 
essential rights of independent action 
by the several States and the assur- 


ance of each State against the effects 
of policies which might prevail in other 
States. 

Mr. Bell was condemnatory in his 
criticism of the Wagner labor bill, the 
banking bill and the public utility bill, 


believing that the first would disrupt 
labor conditions and the other meas- 
ures would seriously hamper the free

Citing the banking Dill, with its 
purpose to socialize savings and hank 
deposits for such use as bureaucratic 
designs might indicate, as typical, 
Mr. Douglas said that a planned 
economy w intended by the admin- 
istration, which, as the recent press 
conference of the President indicated, 
would rest in the Federal government 
complete control of every man 
and woman. He traced analogies with 
the processes of the Russian Soviet in 
the confiscation of gold, the social- 
ization of savings, the control of a 
central bank, and the’ spending 
currency to its destruction. 

His selection was the competitive 
system, Mr. Doug! said, because that 
wus most conducive to the greatest 
heights of human progress and hap- 
piness. As a precedent of success in 
the competitive system he presented 
the necessity to avoid seeking of the 
government any guaranteed profit 
through codes or any other instrumen- 
tality that led to price-fixing The 
necessary protection of workers, he 
declared, should be afforded by in- 
dividual or compact action of the 
States. Another precedent he said, 
was mobility of capital, which was 
choked by price-fixing. Flexibility of

The uncertainty arising from the 
voiding of the NRA codes created an 
unique situation in the market for the 
industrial chemicals last week. Sellers 
apparently were not forcing goods and, 
on the other hand, buyers were stay- 
ing out of the market unless needs 
were imperative. The suspension of 
concentrated activities in both’ in- 
stances could be attributed to the de- 
sire to be more definitely informed re- 
garding the future plans of the Admin- 
istration. Demand was also slowed 
down by the approach of the full force 
of the seasonal influences. Changes in 
the market included an advance in tin 
oxide and a fractional reduction in the 
prices for stanate and tin 
crystals. 

The turn of the new month failed to

largely to the uncertainty prevailing 
in all quarters of the buying side of 
the market. The voiding of NRA codes 
created considerable uncertainty among 
sellers as well as buyers, with the re- 
sult that covering for immediate pro- 
duction wants was about the only bit 
of activity noted for industrial chem- 
icals. The steel industry was curtailing 
operations, with the operating rate 
placed at 39,5 percent of capacity, the 
lowest rate on record since December 
last. The automobile trade was also 
tapering off production, but the total 
for the first half of the vear was ex- 
pected to approach the 2,000,000 mark. 
Textile industry was subjected to the 
full force of seasonal influences in 
certain units, and tanners were placing 
commitments for actual requirements 
only. Paper and glass trades were no 
exception to the general trend. 

The rise in the price for tin oxide 
could be traced to the higher average 
price for the month of May, and the 
lowering of the price for the tin 
erystals and soda stannate was due to 
the lowering of the price for Straits 
tin during the past week. Blue vitriol 
was an active feature, with the sea- 
sonal shipments expected to reach the 
peak during the current month. Cal- 
cium chloride as well as anhydrous am- 
monia were also in good seasonal de- 
mand. Feldspar remained firm during 
the week, with the glass product hold- 
ing firm at the levels established in the 
previous week. Arsenicals were also 
firm. Alkalies were in irregular de- 
mand during the period under surveys 
but producers reported quotations were 
firm. Soda_ silicofluoride noted a 
firmer tone. 

Alums.—A fairly good seasonal de- 
mand was reported for the ammonia 
alums, with the prices holding steady. 
There was little to report in the com- 
mercial or iron-free sulphate, with the 
call spotty and prices in line with 
previous values.

And Production Declining 


In spite of all eiforts to introduce the 


cultivation of cinchona in other parts 
of the world, Netherland India con- 
tinues to maintain its position as the 
leading producer of this drug from 
Which quinine is obtained. According 
to a report by the trade commissioner 


at Batavia to the Department of Com- 
merce, Netherland India produced an 
estimated volume of 8,400 metric 
of cinchona bark in 1934. 

World production of 
tuated between 11,000 and 12,000 tons 
for a number of years prior to 1932, 
and of this Netherland India accounted 
for approximately 92 percent.

Pro- 
ducers in these States, however, ship no 
superphosphate to the Pacific Coast, which 
is supplied entirely by imports, and by 
four domestic producers. The largest of 
these domestic suppliers is the Anaconda 
Copper Company, with a plant in Mon- 
tana, but its production of superphosphate 
is a very small fraction of its total busi- 
The other three of those suppliers 
plants in California, not all of 
which have been in continuous operation. 

Imports from Japan into the United 
States, most of which entered the Pacific 
Coast ports and was consumed in coastal 
States, amounted to 15,546 tons in 1932, 
13,612 tons in 1933, and 10,486 tons in 
1934. The total sales of treble super- 
phosphate by the Anaconda Copper Com- 
pany, the larger part of which went to 
Pacific Coast States, as publicly stated, 
amounted to 14,144 tons in 1932. The 
sales of the three producers in California 
are much smaller. Since the greater part 
of the imports consists of standard grade, 
containing much less net phosphate ma- 
terial than the treble grade, the ratio be- 
tween the figures for domestic sales of the 
Anaconda Copper Company and the fig- 
ures for imports exaggerates considerably 
the importance of the imports. 

Cost data published by the Anaconda 
Copper Company, not verified by the Com- 
mission, indicate costs per unit of phos- 
phate content decidedly higher than the 
c.i.f. value of imports of Japanese super- 
phosphate. On the other hand, the c.i.f. 
price of the Japanese product at Pacific 
Coast points is considerably higher than 
the quoted price of superphosphate in 
eastern producing centers,

By Size of Grate, Flue 


For the benefit of producers of naval 
stores, the naval stores station of the 
United States Department of Agricul- 
ture, at Olustee, Fla., has been con- 
ducting preliminary experiments on the 
sizes of still settings and flues which 
produce the best grades of rosin with 
the greatest economy. Initial results 
of these experiments, show that the 
two still settings which gave most rapid 
distillation, lowest consumption of 
wood per charge, and the best grades 
if rosin, were those with a grate area 
of 588 or of 684 square inches, the for- 
mer with four 4-inch and one 6-inch 
and the latter with four 5-ineh and 
one 6%-inch flues. The stills used in 
the experiments included the standard 
sovernment stil] at the Olustee station 
ind several in use by private concerns.

Bees.— African wax retained all of its 
recent strength and continued to sell 
at prices higher than prevailed for the 
Brazilian and Chilean materials, which 
are used for bleaching. The’ spot 
market was not particularly active. 
Demand was moderate in most quar- 
ters and showed few signs of expan- 
sion. The strength of African wax 
rested in the prices that have to be 
paid for shipment supplies. 

Candelilla—A narrow market con- 
tinued to prevail. For some reason not 
disclosed, buyers of carnauba wax 
have yet to turn in earnest to cande- 
lila as a substitute for that material, 
this notwithstanding the fact that 
high prices have to be paid for car- 
nauba and conditions do not indicate 
any early relief from that situation. 

Carnauba.—Indication of the 
strength of the Brazilian market was 
found in the fact that shipment offer- 
ings of wax for October, November, 
December shipment were priced within 
1) pereent of spot quotations. This 
fact has had the tendency to make 
some importers cautious regarding 
placing substantial business for ship- 
ment out of new crop. Consumers 
have developed a certain amount of 
resistence to the present level of prices. 
A tendency toward caution has de- 
veloped, notwithstanding the fact that 
for the most part conditions had 
forced importers to advise that con- 
sumers buy something from month to 
month for the purpose of seeking an 
average cost that would be lower than 
the prices which they may have to be 
forced to pay if they stay out of the 
market until unescapable need force 
them to buy—at prices which dealers 
declare are certain to be higher than 
now prevail.

Lower quotations came on silver ni- 
trate when silver bullion broke rather 
sharply at home and abroad.

Derris and Pyrethrum 
Effective on Vegetables 


Wider use of pyrethrum and derris 
seems to be the answer to the need 
for keeping leafy vegetables free from 
residues of more toxic insecticides, ac- 
cording to W. H. White, in charge of 
truck crop and garden insect investi- 
gations for the Department of Agri- 
culture, Chemists and entomologists 
of the department have found that 
minute quantities of derris and pyreth- 
rum kill many insects feeding on truck 
crops and are less likely than most 
inorganic insecticides now in common 
use to leave harmful residues. 


In tests recently completed, Mr. 
White says, dusts made by diluting 
derris root with tobacco dust, tale, o1 


clay were just as effective as arsenical 
compounds in controlling three com 

mon species of cabbage worms in wide 

ly separated parts of the country 
Derris root powder in water also gave 
good control of the imported cabbage 
worm. The dusts, however, gave bet- 
ter results and cost no more than the 
sprays. Derris sprays and dusts saved 
beans from the depredations of the 
Mexican bean beetle in Ohio and Vir- 
sinia. Here the sprays seemed better 
than the dusts. 


Pyrethrum dust, mixed with tobacco 
dust or hydrated lime, preferably the 
former, controls the celery leaf-tier 
The same mixture can be recommended 
for curbing the celery looper 
Kither derris or pyrethrum should be 
used in combating leaf-feeding insects 
lettuce and spinach, according to 
Mr. White. Both protect fall-grown 
squash against the melon worm and 
the pickle worm. Neither derris nor 
pyrethrum, however, gave satisfactory 
results against the tomato fruit

Twenty-four Companies Cited on 
National Safety Council

Accidental injuries in chemical plants 
in the United States during 1934 were 
5 percent lower than in 1933, but their 


severity rate was 6 percent higher than 
for the previous year, according to the 
annual survey made by the National 
Safety Council, and based on reports 
from 254 plants, whose employees 
worked 217,509,000 man-hours. Both 
the frequency rate, which the num- 
ber of disabling injuries sustained, and 
the severity rate, which is the number 
of days lost the result of disabling 
injuries, were computed on a_ 1,000 
man-hour basis. 

On the basis of the council’s figures, 
chemical plants tied with non-ferrous 
metal plants for the ninth lowest place

in frequency of accidents in a list of 
30 major industries, and twentieth in 
severity. Since 1926, the frequency of 


disabling injuries has decreased 58 per- 
cent in the chemical industry, in com- 
parison with a reduction of 57 percent 
for all industries. In severity, the de- 
crease in rate is only 12 percent against 


37 percent for all industries. In 1934, 
large units had the lowest frequency 
rates, but were outstripped by small 
plants on the basis of severity. In the 
record of change from 1933 to 1934, 
large plants have better records than 


the small ones. Among the various 
kinds of plants, 1934 injury rates were 
lowest in those manufacturing carbon 
products. These plants averaged 4.04 
for frequency and 0.31 for severity.

Sales Taxes Invalidated 


Graduated gross sales taxes on retail 
sales, imposed by statutes in Kentucky 


and Vermont, have been invalidated, 
that of the first-named State by the 
Supreme Court of the United States 
in a six-to-three decision, and the 
Vermont tax by the State supreme 
court, Which based its ruling on that 
of the Federal supreme court. 

The Kentucky tax ranged from 0.05 


percent on annual sales of $400,000 to 1 
percent on sales of $1,000,000 and over. 


The Vermont tax ranged from 06.125 
percent on gross sales of from $50,000 
to $100,000 a year to 4 percent on 
gross sales in excess of $2,000,000, 

In the majority opinion of the Su- 
preme Court of the United States the 
Kentucky tax was “unjustifiably un- 
equal, whimsical, and arbitrary.’ The 


tax system in question was abandoned 
by Kentucky in favor of a flat sales 
tax last year. Justices Brandeis, Car- 
doza, and Stone dissented from the 
views of the majority of the court on 
the unconstitutionality of the tax law.

Principal Objections Overcome 

Now, the Copeland bill does not meet 
all our ideas with respect to food and 
drug legislation In the first place, we 
preferred amendment of the existing law 
The Mead bill took that form We pre- 
ferred that advertising control remain 
with the Federal Trade Commission and 
that the commission's powers be en- 
larged. Our preference in that respect 


was emphasized by our objection to crim- 
inal prosecution, authorized by the Cope- 
land bill, for all alleged violations of the 
bill’s broad advertising provisions. 


However, as it passed the Senate the 
Copeland bill was amended to overcome 
our principal objections Your associa- 
tion, therefore, did not oppose it. And, as 
long as it remains in its present form, the 
association cannot oppose it and hold its 
affirmative position for effective legisla- 
tion.

After the enactment of a Federal law 
there will arise the question of uniform- 
ity between Federal and State statutes 
While there is not now perfect uniform- 
ity, Most of the State laws have, at least 
been modelled upon the existin Federal 
food and drugs act That fact has influ 
enced us in our preference for amendment 
of the present law We have thought 
that uniformity might be more quickls 
and easily achieved if the new Federal 
legislation took that form.

The substantive right to trademarks 
the ownership of them—in this country, 
is in most of the English speaking coun- 
tries arises under the common law 
through use. Registration is merely prima 
facie evidence of ownership These bills, 
therefore, propose a complete overthrow 
of existing legal philosophy on the sub- 
ject 

\We do not argue here the merits 
Some countries have the other system. 
Ownership is predicated on registration. 
We merely point out the gravity of the 
matter—especially the confusion between 
states which varying systems would pro- 
duce or the burden of compliance if 
forty-eight States were to enact laws re- 
quiring registration ot every mark used, 
or intended to be used, in such State. We 
should also point out that changes of 
this sort are encouraged by those who 
do business in State registrations. 

The American Bar Association has 
studied State law uniformity for a num- 
ber of years and has prepared a model 
statute for that purpose. 

Restrictive Sales 

Bills to restrict sales of proprietary 

medicines to pharmacies appeared, as 


usual, in Many states and in many forms. 
Whenever it can be demonstrated that 
public health is protected by such _ re- 


Striction no opposition should be lodged 
against the proposal. That is possible, 
usually, only in the case of potent drugs, 
poisons, and inherently dangerous sub- 
stances. In the case of innumerable 
household remedies the only function of 
the retailer is to hand out the article and 
take the money. In these cases the pro- 
posed restrictions are simply proposals for 
class legislation which spring from an 
economic motive and lie beyond the 
police powers of the states. 


Cooperation 
With the prospect of enactment of a 
new food and drug law likely before the 
next annual meeting, it is appropriate at 


this time to suggest cooperation with the 


enforcement officers. The new law will 
come through industrial cooperation. The 
administration of it must come over the 


Same course. 

The law will take effect one year after 
enactment. Necessarily there will be un- 
certainty, confusion, and problems of 
various kinds and degrees in preparing 
for the administration and application of 


it. Opportunities will arise for the in- 
dustry to lend a helping hand. The op- 
portunities should not be refused. The 
helping hand should not be withheld. 
Conclusion 
The way is forward. There is an im- 
portant economic and social place for 


drugs compounded according to approved 
formulas, under standardized control, 
with uniformity of strength, conveniently 
packaged, and made available to the 
masses. Gradually, barriers now existing 
to some extent in self-interest will be re- 


moved and whole fields may be turned 
over mainly to self-medication. 

In any event, there is strength in re- 
straint and security in dignity. A firm 
foundation comprehends both. And, a 


firm foundation is essential to a building 
for the years. 

Most of the members of this associa- 
tion represent established, continuing 


businesses—enterprises built upon a firm 
foundation The security and prosperity 
of such businesses require that the founda- 


tion be preserved and reinforced. High 
resolve for integrity of product and re- 
straint of claims will stimulate progress 
into a changing economic order. 

In that conception of things, my firm 
undertook the counselship of your asso- 
ciation Il submit our first annual report 
in the satisfaction of knowing that we 
have adhered strictly to that conception 
and in the earnest hope that we have
